Meals--What Harm 
Is There in It?

My dear Miss E——: 

Thank you for your good letter. 

You say a doctor recommended 
to an old woman of seventy that 
she drink a glass of beer with 
meals, saying there was no more 
harm in a glass of beer with the 
meal than in drinking a glass of 
milk, 

There are at least two ways in 
which beer with meals is much 
worse than milk. 

First, beer is habit-forming. One 
glass of beer might not have much 
affect on the woman who drinks 
it. But your doctor knows that 
alcoholic liquor is habit-forming 
and it is certainly a sin to expose 
one’s self unnecessarily to the 
danger of such a vicious and dead- 
ly habit. Some doctors very fool- 
ishly say that alcoholicism is sim- 
ply a disease. At least it is a

disease that everybody can avoid 
by -not taking the first drink. 
Your doctor never heard of any- 
body who got to be an alcoholic 
without taking the first drink. 
This warning is very clear in 


the Bible. “Wine is a mocker, 
strong drink is raging: and who- 
soever is deceived thereby is not 
wise” (Prov. 20:1).

We have simply to be faithful 
in obedience, carrying out His or- 
ders. God has a plan for His 
church upon earth. But alas! we 
too often make our plan, and we 
think that we know what ought 
to be done. We ask God first to 
biess our feeble efforts, instead of 
absolutely refusing to go unless 
God go before us. God has planned 
for the work and the extension of 
His kingdom. The Holy Ghost has 
had that work given in charge to 
Him. “The work whereunto J have 
called them.” May God therefore 
help us all to be afraid of touch- 
ing “the ark of God,” except as 
we are led by the Holy Ghost. 


God Is Willing to Show 
His Will 
Then the second thought :—God 
is willing and able to reveal to 
His servants what His will is. 
Yes, blessed be God, communi- 
cations come down from Heaven 
still! As we read here what the 
Holy Ghost said, so still the Holy 
Ghost will speak to His Church 
end His people. In these later days 
He has often done it. He has come 
to individual men, and by His di- 
Vine teaching He has led them out 
into fields of labor that others 
could not at first understand or 
approve; into ways and methods 
that did not recommend them- 
selves to the majority. But the 
Holy Ghost does still in our time 
teach His people. Thank God, in 
our foreign missionary societies 
and in our home missions, and in 
a thousand forms of work, the 
guiding of the Holy Ghost is 
known, but (We are all ready, I 
think, to confess) too little known. 
We ‘have not learned enough to 
wait upon Him, and so we should 
make a solemn declaration before 
God: O God, we want to wait more 
for Thee to show us Thy will. 
Do not ask God only for power. 
Many a Christian has his own plan 
of working, but God must send 
the power. The man works in his 
own will, and God must give the 
grace—-the one reason why God 
often gives so little grace and so 
little success. But let us all take 
our place before God and say: 
“What is done in the will of 
God, the strength of God will not 
be withheld from it; what is done 
in the will of God must have the 
mighty blessing of God.” 
And so let our first desire be 
to have the will of God revealed. 
If you ask me, is it an easy 
thing to get these communica- 


tions from Heaven, and to under- 
stand them? I can give you the 
answer. It is easy to those who 
are in right fellowship with Heav- 
en, and who understand the art 
of waiting upon God, How often 
we ask: How can a person know 
the will of God? And people want, 
when they are in perplexity, to 
pray very earnestly that God 
should answer them at once. But 
God can only reveal His will to a 
heart that is humble and tender 
and empty. God can only reveal 
His will in perplexities and spe- 
cial difficulties, to a heart that 
has learned to obey and honor 
Him loyally in little things and 
in daily life. 


God Reveals His Will to Those 
Who Wait Upon Him 
That brings me to the third 
thought:—Note the disposition to 
which the Spirit reveals God’s will. 
What do we read here? There 
were a number of men ministering 
to the Lord and fasting, and the 
Holy Ghost came and spoke to 
them. Some people understand this 
passage very much as they would 
in reference to a missionary com- 
mittee of our day. We see there 
is an open field, and we have had 
our missions in other fields, and 
we are going to get on to that 
field. We have virtually settled 
that, and we pray about it. But 
the position was a very different 
one in those former days. I doubt 
whether any of them thought of 
Europe, for later on even Paul 
himself assayed to go back into 
Asia, till the night vision called 
him by the will of God. Look at 
those men. God has done wonders. 
He had extended the church to 
Antioch, and He had given rich 
and large blessing. Now, here were 
these men ministering to the Lord, 
serving Him with prayer and fast- 
ing. What a deep conviction they 
have—‘“‘It must all come direct 
from Heaven. We are in fellow- 
ship with the risen Lord; we must 
have a close union with Him, and 
somehow He will let us know what 
He wants.” And there they were, 
empty, ignorant, helpless, glad and 
joyful, but deeply humbled. 


“Q) Lord,” they seem to Say, “we 
are Thy servants, and in fasting 
and prayer We wait upon Thee. 
What is Thy will for us?” 

Was it not the same with Peter? 
He was on the housetop, fasting 
and praying, and little did he think 
of the vision and the command to

go to Caesarea. He was ignorant 
of what his work might be. 

It is in hearts entirely surrend- 
ered to the Lord Jesus, in hearts 
separating themselves from the 
world, and even from ordinary re- 
ligious exercises, and giving them- 
selves up in intense prayer to look 
to their Lord—it is in such hearts 
that the heavenly will of God will 
be made manifest. 

You know that word “fasting” 
occurs a second time (in the third 
verse): “They fasted and prayed.” 
When you pray, you love to go 
into your closet, according to the 
command of Jesus, and shut the 
door. You shut out business and 
company and pleasure and any- 
thing that can distract, and you 
want to be alone with God. But 
in one shape even the material 
world follows you there. You must 
eat. These men wanted to shut 
themselves out from the influences 
of the material and the visible, 
and they fasted. What they ate 
was simply enough to supply the 
wants of nature, and in the intens- 
ity of their souls they thought to 
give expression to their letting go 
of everything on earth, in their 
fasting before God. Oh, may God 
give us that intensity of desire, 
that separation from everything, 
because we want to wait upon 
God, that the Holy Ghost may re- 
veal to us God’s blessed will. 


God Wants Men Separated 
Unto the Holy Ghost 


The fourth thought. What is 
now the-will of God as the Holy 
Ghost reveals it? It is contained 
in one word. Separation unto the 
Holy Ghost. That is the keynote 
of the message from Heaven. 

‘Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have 
called them. The work is Mine, 
and I care for it, and I have chos- 
en these men and called them, and 
I want you who represent the 
Church of Cnrist upon earth, to 
set them apart unto Me.’ 

Look at this heavenly message 
in its twofold aspect. The men 
were to be set apart to the Holy 
Ghost, and the church was to do 
this separating work. The Holy 
Ghost could trust these men to do 
it in a right spirit. There they 
were abiding in fellowship with 
the heavenly, and the Holy Ghost 
could say to them, Do the work 
of separating these men. And these 
were the men the Holy Ghost had 
prepared, and He could say of 
them, Let them be separated unto 
Me. 

Here we come to the very root, 
to the very life of the need of 
Christian workers. The question 
is: What is needed that the power 
of God should rest upon us more 
mightily, that the blessing of God 
should be poured out more abun- 
dantly among those poor wretched 
people and ~perishing = sinners 
among whom we labor? And the 
answer from Heaven is: 

“I want men separated unto the 
Holy Ghost.” 

What does that imply? You 
know that there are two spirits 
on earth. Christ said, when He 
spoke about the Holy Spirit: “The 
world cannot receive him.” Paul 
said: “We have received not the 
spirit of the world, but the Spirit 
that is of God.” That is the great 
want in every worker~—the spirit 


of the world going out, and the 
Spirit of God coming in to take 
possession of the inner life, and 
of the whole being. 

I am sure there are workers 
who often cry to God for the Holy 
Spirit to come upon them as a 
Spirit of power for their work, and 
when they feel that measure of 
power, and get blessing, they 
thank God for it. But God wants 
something more. God wants us to 
seek for the Holy Spirit as a Spirit 
of power in our own heart and 
life, to conquer self and give daily 
victory over sin, and work the 
blessed and beautiful image of 
Jesus into us. 

A man who is separated unto 
the Holy Ghost is a man who is 
given up to say: 

“Father, let the Holy Ghost 
have full dominion over me, in my 
home, in my temper, in every word 
of my tongue, in every thought of 


my heart, in every feeling towards 


my fellowmen; ‘let the Holy Spirit 
have entire possession.” 

Is that what has been the long- 
ing and the covenant of your heart 
with your God—to be a man ora 
woman separated and given up 
unto the Holy Ghost? I pray you 
listen to the voice of Heaven. “Se- 
parate me,” said the Holy Ghost. 


Yes, separated, unto the Holy 
Ghost. May God grant that the 
Word may enter into the very 


depths of our being to search us, 
and if we discover that we have 
not come out from the world en- 
tirely, if God discovers to us that 
the self-life, self-will, self-exalta- 
tion are there, let us humble our- 
selves before Him. 

Man. woman, brother, sister, 
you are a worker separated unto 
the Hely Ghost. Is that true? Has 
that been your longing desire? Has 
that been your surrender? Has 
that been what you have expected 
through faith in the power of our 
risen and almighty Lord Jesus? 
If not, here is the call of faith, and 
here is the key of blessing—se- 
parated unto the Holy Ghost. God 
write the word in our hearts! 

I said the Holy Spirit spoke to 
that church as a church capable 
of doing that work. The Holy 
Spirit trusted them. God grant 
that our churches, our mission- 
ary societies, and our workers’ 
unions, that all our directors and 
councils and committees may be 
men and women who are fit for 
the work of separating workers 
unto the Holy Spirit. We can ask 
God for that too. 


A Conscious Partnership With 
the Holy Spirit 

Then comes my fifth thought, 
and it is this:—This holy partner- 
ship with the Holy Spirit in His 
work becomes a matter of coi- 
sciousness and of action. 

These men, what did they do? 
They set apart Paul and Barna- 
bas, and then it is written of the 
two that they, being sent forth by 
the Holy Ghost, went down to Se- 
leucia, Oh, what fellowship! The 
Holy Spirit in Heaven doing part 
of the work, man on earth doing 
the other part. After the ordina- 
tion of the men upon earth, it is 
written in God’s inspired Word 
that they were sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost. 

And see how this partnership 
calls to new prayer and fasting. 


They had for a certain time been 
ministering to the Lord and fast- 
ing, perhaps days; and the Holy 
Spirit speaks, and they have to do 
the work and to enter into part- 
nership, and at once they come to- 
gether for more prayer and fast- 
ing. That is the spirit in which 
they obey the command of their 
Lord. And that teaches us that 
it is not only in the beginning of 
our Christian work, but all along, 
that we need to have our strength 
in prayer. If there is one thought 
With regard to the church of 
Christ, which at times comes to 
me with overwhelming sorrow; if 
there is one thought, in regard to 
my own life, of which I am 
ashamed; if there is one thought 
of which I feel that the church of 
Christ has not accepted it and not 
grasped it; if there is one thought 
which makes me pray to God: 
“Oh, teach us by Thy grace, new 
things’’—it is the wonderful power 
that prayer is meant to have in 
the kingdom. We have so little 
availed ourselves of it. 


We have all read the expression 
of Christian in Bunyan’s great 
work, when he found he had the 
key in his breast that should un- 
lock the dungeon. We have the 
key that can unlock the dungeon 
of atheism and of jheathendom. 
But, oh! we are far more occupied 
with our work than we are with 
prayer. We believe more in speak- 
ing to men than we believe in 
speaking to God. Learn from these 


men that the work which the Holy" 


Ghost commands must call us to 
new fasting and prayer, to new

separation from the spirit and the 
pleasures of the world, to new 
consecration to God and to His 
fellowship. Those men gave them- 
selves up to fasting and prayer; 
and if in all our ordinary’Chris- 
tian work there were more prayer, 
there would be more blessing in 
our own inner life. If we felt and 
proved and testified to the world 
that our only strength lay in keep- 
ing every minute in contact with 
Christ, every minute allowing God 
to work in us—if that were our 
spirit, would not, by the grace of 
God, our lives be holier? Would 
not they be more abundantly 
fruitful? 

I hardly know a more solemn 
warning in God’s Word than that 
which we find in the third chap- 


ter of Galatians, where Paul 
asked: 
“Having begun in the Spirit, 


are ye now made perfect by the 
flesh?” 

Do you understand what that 
means? A terrible danger in Chris- 
tian work, just as in a Christian 
life that is begun with much pray- 
er, begun in the Holy Spirit, is 
that it may be gradually shunted 
off on to the lines of the flesh; 
and the word comes: “Having be- 
gun in the Spirit, are ye now made

perfect by the flesh?” In the time

ence, I have great confidence in 
any opinion or method of opera- 
tion which you may endorse. 
Therefore, I am _ wondering 
whether you may be able to 
take time from your busy sched- 
ule to give me some of your 
ideas, beliefs, and practices on 
the problem assigned to me— 
that of Church Discipline. 

“IT feel that each member of 
our class would benefit greatly 
from any information coming 
from a man of your ability and 
background, and wish to express 
now my appreciation for what- 
ever help you may be able to 
give us on this problem.” 


For our kindly brother I have 
given the following Bible study on 
scriptural church discipline, which 
I hope will be a blessing to many. 

March 28, 1953 
Dear Brother H——: 

The basic teaching of the Scrip- 
tures about church discipline is 
given, I believe, in Matthew 18:- 
15-17: 

“Moreover if thy brother shail 
trespass against thee, go and 
tell him his fault between thee 
and him alone: if he shall hear 
thee, thou hast gained thy bro- 
ther. But if he will not hear 
thee, then take with thee one or 
two more, that in the mouth of 
two or three witnesses every 
word may be established. And 
if he shall neglect to hear them, 
tell it unto the church: but if 
he neglect to hear the church, 
let him be unto thee as an 
heathen man and a publican.” 
First, matters of disagreement 

or misunderstanding or dispute be- 
tween Christians ought not to be 
taken to the church until an earn- 
est effort has been made to settle 
them privately. 

First, one should talk to the of- 
fending brother. Then if the thing 
cannot be settled, a Christian 
should take one or two other 
Christians to try to explain the 
matter, to plead with the brother, 
and try to restore fellowship. 

After such earnest and kindly 
effort to restore Christian fellow- 
ship, then the matter should be 
taken to the church and an honest 
effort made by the church to iron 
things out and to make the of- 
fending brother do right. 

Last of all, if a man who has 
sinned will not hear the church, 
then he may be counted not in 
fellowship as a Christian. 

However, there are certain lim- 
itations to this passage. 

1. This only applies where there 


has been a matter of definite tres- 


pass or sin of one brother against 
another. Christians certainly ought 
not to make an issue of every 
trifle. I do not believe that every 
careless criticism, every difference 
of opinion should be used to break 
fellowship. We must remember 
the brotherly love so. clearly 
taught in I Corinthians 13. That 
kind of Christian charity and love 
suffereth long and is. kind, it 
thinks no evil, it believes all 
things, endures all things, hopeth 
all things. Christian love will for- 
give oversights and mistakes and 
misunderstandings and make no 
issue wherever this is possible. We 
ought to take for granted that 
most of the time Christian people 
are trying to do right and we 
should forgive them, unasked, just 
as we hope they will forgive us, 
unasked. However, there are mat- 
ters of genuine trespass which 
ought to be dealt with, and to 
these Jesus referred in Matthew 
18:15-17. 

This passage takes for granted 
that a fine, moral, Christian 
standard is upheld in the local 
church. If such is not the case, 
and if some zealous Christian tries 
to bring a matter of discipline be- 
fore a worldly church, many of 
whose members live in open sin 
which has been tolerated, then 
discipline fails. For example, if a 
church puts up with covetous, or 
profane, or worldly deacons, then 
it certainly cannot discipline 
young people for dancing. 


If a church is to start out to 
follow the Bible plan about dis- 
cipline, then there ought to be a 
period of earnest waiting on God, 
with much plain Bible preaching 
and with a clear understanding 
that you will give up a large 
proportion of your worldly church 
members and get along without 
their financial help. But if such 
is the plan of the church, it ought 
to be very clearly announced, and 
worldly people should have op- 
portunity to get right or get out 
before a church starts out on a 
new and unusual course of church 
discipline. Haste and thoughtless- 
ness here has gotten many a 
preacher in trouble. A few people 
cannot enforce proper church dis- 
cipline. The church as a whole 
must be united on the plan, or it 
fails. So people should take time 
to teach people the truth and to 
develop Christian character and 
maintain Christian fellowship. 

Church discipline properly be- 
gins with the preaching that sets 
a strong and scriptural standard, 


with loving’ and kindly Christian 


fellowship, and with unanimity 
and peace among Bible-believing, 
born-again Christians. 

An example of Bible discipline 
is that of a man in the church at 
Corinth who fell into serious sin. 
First Corinthians 5:1 tells us of a 
man in the church who was guilty 
of fornication, carried on with his 
stepmother. Paul commanded 
them: 

“In the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when ye are gathered to- 
gether, and my spirit, with the 
power of our Lord 
for the destruction of 


the flesh,

ought rather to forgive him, and 
comfort him, lest perhaps such a 
one should be swallowed up with 
overmuch sorrow” (II Cor. 2:6, 7). 
And Paul wanted them to as- 
sure the failing brother that he 
had Paul’s forgiveness also, and 
Christ’s forgiveness. Paul said that 
if they did not forgive him and 
accept him in fellowship again, 
Satan might get an advantage. 
And let me insist again that 
back of all true scriptural church 
discipline there has to be a well- 
developed sentiment for holy liv- 
ing, long and careful teaching and 
preaching, and much brotherly 
love.

The Encyclopaedia Britannica 
Says, “EASTER, the annual festi- 
val observed throughout Christen- 
dom in commemoration of the re- 
Surrection of Jesus Christ. The 
name Easter, like the names of 


the days of the week, is a sur-| 


vival from the old Teutonic myth- 
ology. According to Bede 
Temp. Rat. c.x.v) it is derived 
from Eostre, or Ostara, the Ang- 
lo-Saxon goddess of spring, to 
whom the month answering to 
our April, and called LEZostur- 
monath, was, dedicated. This 
month, Bede says, was the same 
as the mensis paschalis, ‘when the 
old festival was observed with the 
gladness of a new solemnity.’ 

“The root pasch, from which so 
many other names for Easter are 
derived, is from the Hebrew 
pesach (Passover) from the verb 
form ‘he passed over.’ ”’

But now there came to be some | 
trouble. The Passover Day on the 
14th of Nisan came at one certain 
time every year. But Christians 
had come to feel that the resur- 
rection of Christ from the dead 
which pictured our own glorious 
resurrection yet to come, made 
every Sunday, the first day of the 
week, a memorial of Christ’s re- 
surrection. Since Jesus rose from 
the dead on the first day of the | 
week, then Sunday is naturally) 
a memorial to Christ’s resurrec- | 
tion. 

Now should the Christians keep 
the Jewish feast of the Passover

certain time every year, no matter 
what day of the week it fell on? 


law. Or would it be better, they 
asked themselves, to set a certain 
Sunday every year, and to cele- 
brate annually this resurrection, 
on Sunday, instead of on a week 
day? Christians decided to set a 
Sunday annually for Easter ob- 
servance. In fact, as the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica says, “General- 
ly speaking, the Western churches 
kept Easter on the first day of 
the week, while Eastern churches 


followed the Jewish rule, and kept 


sons, the movements of the heav- 
enly bodies affected times of fes- 
tivity or worship or travel or 
work. 

It is true that Catholic officials 
set the annual time for Easter. 
But they set up the whole Greg- 
orian calendar also. Am I to re- 
fuse to have a January because 
January is named for the Roman 
god Janus? Must I refuse to call 
Saturday Saturday because it is 
named after the heathen god Sa- 
turn? Or must I count it a sin to 
worship on Sunday, named after 
the sun-god? Would it be a sin 
to live or worship in Manitou 
Springs, Colorado, when it is nam- 
ed after the Great Spirit of the 
Indians, Manitou? 

All these names are beside the 
point. The truth is that Old Test- 
ament Jews observed a Passover 
season, a feast period given by the 
Lord to picture the coming Sav- 
iour, our Passover Lamb. New 
Testament Christians, having this 
period on their Jewish calendars, 
used it to worship God and to re- 
member the crucifixion and the 
resurrection. Out of this came the 
observance now officially carried 
on by Catholic and other churches 
with Palm Sunday, the Passion 
Week, and Easter Sunday, cele- 
brating the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ. 

Is there any binding obligation 
on Christians to observe Easter? 
No, not at all! 

Is Easter time a good time to 
preach on the resurrection of 
Christ and remember His resur- 
rection? Yes, indeed it is. Let us 
thank God that at this time of the 
year many people are taught to 
think of Christ’s resurrection. Let 
us thank God that many people 
go to church at Easter time who 
do not go at other times. Let us 
thank God that, when some peo- 
ple think about rabbits and Eas- 
ter hats, Christians can call at- 
tention to the death and resur- 
rection of our Saviour, Jesus 
Christ. 


a rule of the church, and not a 
requirement. It is simply an op- 
portunity for Christians to happily 
remember Jesus Christ and rejoice 
in His glorious resurrection, a 
chance to preach the Gospel. 

It is true that the name for 
Easter comes, I suppose, from the 
Anglo-Saxon goddess of spring, 
Eostre, but what does it matter 
about the origin of the word? [It 
means Easter, it means nothing 
else but Easter, and it would be 
foolish to make an issue of where 
we got the name. 

Would a Christian be wrong to 
use the regular names for the 
planets of our solar system, be- 
cause they were named for heath- 
en gods and godesses? Is it wrong 
for a Christian to vulcanize a tire, 
or to call the process vulcanizing, 
because it is named for Vulcan, 
the god of fire? Names mean 
simply what they mean. It would 
be a superstition for Christians to 
imagine dark and sinful meanings 
in every word which comes from 
some other language into the Eng- 
lish language. 

The Bible never makes an issue 
about whether we shall observe 
Christmas, or Easter. Since the 
Bible makes no issue, it is wrong 
for Christians to make an issue. 
Now if anybody started out to 
force everybody to observe Easter 
and observe Christmas, I would 
oppose that because it would be 
contrary to the Bible. So likewise 
when anybody starts out to hin- 
der others remembering the re- 
surrection or the birth of Christ 
on certain days, when it is easy 
to get the attention of many peo- 
ple to these sacred subjects, then 
I must oppose that too. It is wrong 
to fight over incidentals where 
the Bible makes no issue. Let us 
rather be friendly with all good 
people who love the Lord and try 
to serve Him, and let us take 
every occasion we can to get hear- 
ers for the Gospel and to get the

rolled out into the street. He 
rushed out to get his marble—he 
did not see the street-car coming. 
The motorman did not see the 
little boy and in a few minutes 
the poor little fellow was crushed 
to death under the grinding wheels 
of the car. 


When I went in to see the fam- 
ily I learned that the mother al- 
most worshipped this little boy, 
but she did not know Christ—she 
was not a Christian. She lacked 
the comfort that only He could 
give. I spoke in the funeral serv- 
ice as tenderly as I could. I told 
them that perhaps God had taken 
the little one on to Heaven that 
the older ones might follow. I told 
them that God had taken the little 
lamb across the stream that the 
sheep might follow. I told them 
that the little boy would be wait- 
ing yonder in Heaven with Jesus 
for the other members of the fam- 
ily and that they should give their 
hearts to Christ, for He alone 
could give comfort for this world 
and hope for the world to come. 

In a little while we had laid 
the lifeless form of the child in 
the grave. As we turned away, 
the mother came and took my 
hand in both of hers and said to 
me, “Brother Ford, I know now 
why God allowed my little boy to 
be taken away. I have never given 
my heart to Christ, but I promise 
you that next Sunday morning i 
will go to church and I will con- 
fess Christ as my Saviour. I want 
to see Him someday, and I want 
to see my little boy again.” 


I wonder if somewhere along the 
span of the years God did not 
speak to you in this way.

VIII. The Mountain of God’s 
Holy Spirit 


Today the Holy Spirit stands 
between every man and Hell. You 
must climb over all of His wooings 
and pleadings before you can go 
to Hell. You go to church, the 
music stirs your heart and*the 
sermon grips your soul. You see 
yourself as a poor lost sinner be- 
fore God. When the invitation 
hymn is sung you feel a strange 
tug at your ‘heart. You feel that 
you ought to walk down and turn 
away from your sin and confess 
Christ as your Saviour. From 
whence cometh that tug? Who 
puts such a feeling in your heart? 
It is none other than God’s Holy 
Spirit. God has sent Him down to 
earth to convict men “of sin, and 
of righteousness ‘and of judgment.” 
If you go to Hell, you must climb 
over the Spirit of God in order to 
get there. 

Why am I here preaching to you 
today? I am here because a ‘ong 
time ago God’s Spirit knocked at 
the door of my heart and I opened 
the door and let Christ come in 
and be my Saviour. And then on 
another occasion He knocked 
again and called me to be a 
preacher of the Gospel. f-am-here 
today because of the work of the 
Holy Spirit in my heart. 

Where are you going to be a 
hundred yvears from now? Where 
are you going to be a thousand 
years from now? Where are you 


going to be a million years from 


’ 


now? It all depends upon the an- 
swer which you give to the Moly 
Spirit. Say “Yes” to Him... open 
up your heart... let Jesus come 
in and wash away your sins. All 
of your future happiness and all 
of your hope for eternity rests 
upon the answer that you give te 
the Holy Spirit. But if you hve 
and die and go down to Hell, you 
must say, “I am here because I 
climbed over the mountain of 
God’s Holy Spirit to get here.” 


IX, The Mountain of Calvary 


“The last mountain over which 
a man climbs to get to Hell is the 
mountain of Calvary, upon which 
We see the crucified Christ. He 
stands between every man and the 
yawning pits of Hell. In order to 
get to Hell you must climb over 
the Son of God, you must reject 
Him, you must say “No” to all 
of His entreaties. Today He 
knocks at the door of your heart. 
Today He says, “Come now, and 
let us reason together... though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow.” Today He 
says, “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and he 
that believeth not the Son shall 


not see life; but the wrath of God 


abideth on him.” Today He says, 
“Come unto me, all ye that Jabour 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” Today He says, 
“Him that cometh to me I will in 
no Wise cast out.” 


Oh, my friend, come unto Him 
this day; give your heart and life 
to Him. Do not trample Him un- 
der foot, do not climb over Jesus, 
for the destiny of those who re- 
ject Him is nothing but an end- 
less Hell. 


But men seem to say, “I do not 
care; I am going to live for this 
life and this life only.” So they 
give all of their time and thought 
and attention to this world and 
leave out all thought for the 
world which is to come. This is 
spiritual suicide. This’is folly at 
its worst. This is the way that a 
man condemns himself to eternal 
death. And yet all the while God 
has done and is doing everything 
necessary to save men and bring 
them home to Glory. But, first, a 
man climbs over the mountain of 
the Church, then he climbs over 
the mountain of Gospel sermons, 
then he climbs over the mountain 
of God’s great Book, then he 
climbs over the mountain of his 
conscience, then he climbs over 
the mountain of better judgment, 
then he climbs over the mountain
